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In November 1912, Miles Romney of the the People’s
Power League announced the successful initiative
campaign to pass the Corrupt Practices Act and prohibit
corporations from expending money on the election of
candidates from town clerk to the Governor of Montana.

The law served Montana well for nearly 100 years. Now
Judge Jeffrey Sherlock has ruled that Montana must get
into lock step with the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling on
Citizens United. He ruled that independent expenditures
by corporations are legal contrary to the Corrupt Practices
Act.

When Montana became a state in 1889, mining was an
economic enterprise no more important than agriculture
or logging. In 1901, perceptive Montanans worried about
losing control of their government. Then in only ten
short years, the Amalgamated ruled from Butte.
